commenced to rush.

Breakwaters Will be Built at Mouth of 


River, Preventing Currents Running in 


and Providing Large Space Where Ves- 
sels Can Lie in Calm Water—Cooper 
Instrumental in Securing Improvement. 


The character of the Racine harbor is 


to be entirely changed in the near future, 
similar to the harbor at Manitowoc, just 
rearing 
completion. Government 
offi- 


cials, a couple of years ago, made an in- 
spection of al llmrbors and rivers alo'ng 
tbe west shore of Lake Michigan and 
here they concluded after hearing plans 
suggested by Edward Oillen, that the Ra- 
cine harbor was not what it should be, 
on accc:!:it of currents running in and 
sand bars forming, etc., in fact that it 
wns dangerous. 


Plans which ha.ve been made for the 


change here, embrace the removal of the 
north and south harbor piers, in to the 
shore line; then the building of piers out 
from the shore north of the life saving 
station and south of the present pier. 
These piers may be built of cement. 
From the end of these piers there would 
be breakwaters similar to the one east 
of thn present harbor, This would leave 
an entrance at tho east end, but. inside, 
the width would be several times as large 
as the present entrance to the harbor, 
but the entrance at the shore line thtf. 
same as now. Of course the north and 
south sides of the inner harbor would 
be dredged to a depth sufficient to float 
any ship on fresh water. 


ft is claimed that this is the only cor- 


rect plan for a safe and good harbor, as 
it would be impossible for heavy seas to 
roll up and the dangerous currents would 
be entirely eliminated and sand bars 
could not form. 


Congressman Cooper, in speaking of 


the proopsed new plan, states that as 
soon as the \vork is completed at Mani- 
towoc the government, employes at that 
placo will come here and proceed to com- 
mence the work. When this is completed 
Racine will have one of the finest port 
of 
ent^y on the 
lakes. The 
present 


breakwater at the east of the river would 
remain intact, as the new north pier can 
be built out from the shore to the north- 
east end of the same.

ia, whose mother resides on a farm at 
Hushcr, hns lx?en declared insane and will 
be taken to the northern insane asylum 
nt Oshkosli. The girl has a remarkable 
record. She was :i runaway bride ut^the 
age of thirteen years; divorced wife at 
fourteen; an epileptic maniac at twenty 
and now becomes an inmate of an asy- 


lum. 


She was born in the town of Caledonia 


and was what people term a pretty little 
girl; but queer in her actions and not 
healthy. 
When not quite thirteen years 


of age she ran away to Michigan with 
one Tony Bartlott and was married to 
him. The union was not a happy one 
and after remaining in hiding a month 
the couple came back to Caledonia and 
inside of a year Racine attorneys secured 
a divorce for the child wife. 


Went to Milwaukee. 


Mont of the time after being divorced 


she worked on the farm and her mother, 
parted from her husband. Later the girl 
went to Milwaukee and was employed as 
a servant. I-ast December she was en- 
gaged nt tlie home of T. \V. Saveland, 301 
Sixteenth street, where she stole S3-2 
worth of jewelry and then .set the house 
on fire to avert suspicion. Claims were 
made at that time, that she was insane 
and for tliat reason the trial has been re- 
peatedly postponed and the girl remain- 
ed in custody of the .Milwaukee officers. 
Yesterday she was up before .Judge Bra- 
zee of Milwaukee, and it was declared 
that she was insane and wholly irrespon- 
sible at the time of the crime and also 
at present and she was committed to the 
asylum, which disposes of the charges of 
arson and larceny which have hung over 
her. 


Her Mother in Court.

Taft Does Ordinary Things'. 


"It-has always seemed to. me that in 


life there aro two ways'of achieving suc- 
cess, for that matter, of achieving what 
is commonly called greatness," the pres- 
ident says. ' "One is to do that which can 
onlv be done by the one mnn of excep- 
tional mid 
extraordinary abilities. Oi 


course, this means Unit only one man 
can do it, and it is a very rare kind of 
success or of greatness. The other is to 
dn that which ninny men could ^lo. but 
which, as a matter of fact, none of them 
actually does. This is the ordinary kind 
of greatness. Nobody but uiie of 
the 


world's rare geniuses could have written 
the Gettysburg speech, or the second in- 
augural.'or met as Lincoln met the aw- 
ful crises of the civil war. 
Rut most of 


us can do the ordinary things which, 
however, most nf us do not do. 


'•Taft invariably docs do the ordinary 


things, and he docs .them exceptionally 
well. That Is why I sny he will make 
one of our greatest •presidents." 


Never Surrendered 
Convictions. 


This expression of the president's judg- 


ment was made at the close of an inter- 
view in which he told how he came, to 
meet Taft and his curlier impressions. 
When asked why he was drawn to Mr. 
Tuft, President Roosevelt replied: 


"Beenuse he.never surrendered his high 


convictions and yet lie got along well 
with people -of less high convictions. 
Holding fast to-lofty ideal?, he neverthe- 
less accomplished things much worth or, 
for that matter, of achieving what _is 
while.

lation. I visited Taft in Cincinnati and 
went into the subject deeply with him.

They 
consulted and decided that it would be 
far.better to close up Sundays than to 
keep open, be arrested and fined and run 
the chances of having their licenses re- 
voked and so in the future Corliss is to 
be a "dry" village on Sunday. 


Highs Defeated. 


Recently a special election was held 


in the village to vote on the amount of 
license that should be charged. 
At tirst 


it was proposed to make the amount 
$800 and $l(in. -Then a. compromise was 
reached by the highV and low's and it 
was made $200 and J'500. 


The fuel that over fifty voters signed 


the petition for the election led the highs 
to believe they could carry the S500, but 
the votes showed defeat by about 111- 
teen. 


The people of Corliss are under the im- 


pression that six saloons are too many 
compared with the population. 
There 


has been considerable drunkenness among 
the laboring men and the closing of the 
saloons on Sunday is expected to stop 
it to a certain extent.
